Indianapolis, Ind., July 9.—(?)— 
Replying late today to a telegram from 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, of New 
York, which said that the governor, 
if elected president: in November, would

Any announcements 
he desired to make, Mr. Work said, 
would be in writing.

‘Editor Lathan Says Lack 
of Party Solidarity 
Would Strengthen 
Chance of Negro Vote.

Athens, Ga., July 9.—(/)—Belief 
that there would be no serious bolt 
among southern uaemccrats this fall 
was expressed here tonight by Rob- 
ert Lathan, editor of the Asheville, 
N. C., Citizen, a speaker at the open- 
ing of the Institute of Public Affairs 
and international relations at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

“The best guarantee that there will 
be no serious bolt on the part of 
southern democrats this fall is that 
the thinking people of the south are 
not ready to countenance the develop- 
ment now of a situation which might 


result in the reappearance of the ne- 
gro aS a formidable factor at the polls 
in this section,” he said, 

Mr. Lathan, Pulitzer journalism 
prize winner of 1924, said the south’s 
chief political objective for 40 years 
after the close of the War Between 
the States was the “elimination of 
the negro from polities.” He said 
that “Many southern white people as- 
sume , . that the machinery which 
was established” for the elimination 
of the negro from politics had “ac- 
complished its work permanently. The 
fact is that a large proportion of 
southern negroes today can meet the 
tests under which they were disfran- 
chised.”’ 

What Bolt Would Cause. 

“T am not trying to raise a political 
bugaboo but when there is talk in 
the south of a possible bolt of the 
democratic ticket this is a phase of 
the situation that cannot be dodged,” 
he said, discussing advancement of the 
negro race during the last few decades. 

“If any considerable number of ne- 
groes are encouraged to reenter politics 
in this section they will, if they get 
back in, be in to stay and will be 
followed by others. Personally I do 
not believe that this would be good 
for them or for the south. But if a 
deep division should take place between 
the whites in any state, how is it to 
be stopped? Those w ho want to split 
the democratic party in the south will 
need to answer that question before 
they can expect their efforts to be 
taken seriously. 

“It is true,” Mr. Lathan said earlier 
in his address, “that some ofe those 
who are now urging repudiation of the 
democratic national ticket are at pains 
to specify that they are not asking 
southern democrats to become repub- 
licans.

Faced with the possibility of a serious 
split in their ranks and a number of 


alternative moves, prohibition party 
leaders arriving in Chicago today for 
the opening of their national conven- 
tion Tuesday, were united outwardly 
on one point—to vote dry ihn the No- 
vember election. 

Linked with this lone Wiavie spirit 
is the determination to defeat Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith, the democratic 
presidential nominee, but the ways and 
means of accomplishing this aim loums 
as the bugaboo of the convention. 

One group of delegates already here 
is working for the endorsement of Her- 
bert Hoover, the republican nominee, 
and will seek to have the party throw 
its strength behind the secretary of 
commerce at the fall election. 

An opposing group, however, headed 
by J. EK. Hammond, of Des Moine3, 
are displeased with the attitude of cer- 
tain “anti-prohibition political man- 
agers of the Hoover campaign,’’ and 
this faction of the drys will dk nt an 
independent leadership. 

“We realize there is a strong repre 
sentation in our convention favoring 
endorsement of Hoover,” Hammond 
said. “Others of us realize that 
the anti-prohibition political managers 
of the Hoover campaign in the saddle 
will oppose the endorsement vigorous- 
ly. The prohibitionists are being dou- 
ble-crossed and betrayed.” 

Considerable sentiment has _ been 
voiced by delegates here today for the 
nomination of a dry democrat to bear 
the presidential standard of the prohi- 
bition party. Such a candidate would 
swing a lurge democratic vote from 
Smith in the dry south and thus ae 
complish one aim of the party, this 
group contends. 

D. Leight Colvin, of New York. 
chairman of the national -ommittee, 
is in favor of supporting such a move 
or refraining from making tomina- 
tions and lend “silent support to Hoo- 
ver and Curtis.” 

Disputing the belief expressed re- 
cently by certain republican leaders, 
Colvin declared today that prohibition 
will be a paramount campaign issue, 
adding that Smith’s message to the 
Houston democratic convention made 
it so. 

Colvin warned that it would take a 
real fight to defeat Smith, adding tha‘ 
the New York governor was “a great 
vote-puller.” He classified Hoover as 
a ‘“‘moderate dry,” and said that many 
of the delegates were not entirely sat- 
isfied with him as a presidential can- 
didate.

The government contends that the pre- 
cedent set by evacuation of the 
Colonge zone in 1925 does not neces- 
sarily warrant further evacuations, 
dates for which were fixed by the Ver- 
sailles treaty, and .must be changed 
only by unanimous agreement among 
the allies, 

Germany knows fully the attitude 
of France upon the question of the 
second zone, it was said, namely that 
there will be no evacuation without 
adequate compensation in security and 
reparations. The French are begin- 
ning to resent the failure of German 
financiers to furnish a plan of com- 
pensations as promised to Foreign 
Minister Briand during his conversa- 
tions with Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann at Thoirty. 

This failure has been aggravated by 
Chancellor Mueller’s latest declara- 
tions that Germany will not permit 
other problems to be tied up with the 
question of evacuation. Hope is ex- 
pressed that conversations this sum- 
mer and especially at Geneva in Sep- 
tember will ease the situation. 

France intends to hold fast to her 
policy of. demanding that Germany 
keep up, without fail, the payments 
under the Dawes plan, which is im- 
portant in view of the fact Germany 
begins maximum reparations pay- 
ments of 2,500,000,000 gold marks in 
September. 

The attitude of the United States 
regarding the mobilization of the Gera 
man debt is a vital factor in France's 
calculations although not much 
progress is expected to be made in 
this direction for the American elec- 
tions. 

It is recognized that the problem 
of interallied debts—France is refusing 
to pay more than she receives from 
Germany—is too burning to be thrown 
into an electoral battle and as the 
French parliament is on vacation the 
problem probably will go over until 
November. A definite agreement of 
any kind with Germany is not ex- 
pected until spring. 
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Paris Divorce 
“Mill” Judge

Clerk of Court Is Found To 
Have Taken Bribes From 
Lawyers.

Paris, July 9.—()—The storm 
that has been hovering in French 
legal circles over the “American di- 
vorce mill” broke today when Min- 
ister of Justice Louis Barthou ap- 
proved a request for disciplinary ac- 
tion against lawyers and officials in- 
volved. 

As a result, Judge Greftet, in whose 
court 142 of the 167 American di- 
vorce cases heard in Paris last year, 
were tried, will face the superior coun- 
cil of magistrates next October on 


charges of neglect of duty. The clerk 

of his court, M. Chibot, will be tried 

on a dismeanor charge as yet undrawn, 

but involving Americans anxious to 

get rid of their marital encumbrances. 
‘Demand Penalties. 

Penalties ranging from disbarment, 
in two cases, to suspension from prac- 
tice of six months and severe repri- 
mands, will be demanded by the prose- 
cutor of the republic, with the appro- 
val of M. Barthou, for eight lawyers 
involved in the scandal. Four process 
servers, also involved, will be suspend- 
ed for a period of one year if M. 
Barthou has his way. 

Whatever the outcome of the various 
disciplinary processes launched today, 
the concensus of all legal opinion is 
that developments in the case of the 
American “mill” will make French 
divorcee courts unsafe for Americans 
desiring quick and painless legal sepa- 
ration. 


‘ Clerk Faces Trial. 


The clerk of the court,: M. Chibot, 
seems destined to bear the brunt of 
the penalties, as he is the only one 
of those involved who is subject to 
criminal prosecution; He is reported 
ready to make a strenuous fight and 
to have declared that he will not 
“sink without leaving a trace through 
all the legal circles of Paris.”

— (United 
News.)—Universal adoption of a 13- 
month calendar—each month with 28 
days—was tentatively set for 1935 py 
the national committee ef calendar 
neeaetion at its first meeting to- 
ay. 

The committee, headed by Georze 
Eastman, Kodak millionaire of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., is unofficial but was 
created by Secretary of State Kellogg 
at the suggestion of the League of 
Nations. 

The recommendations of the Ameri- 
can committee will be considered with 
others by the league, a treaty drafted 
and the ledding powers of the world 


‘tasked to sign. 


Ten subcommittees were named by 
Eastman to investigate the attitude 
of industry, commerce, finance, trans- 
portation, seience, labor, agriculture, 
journalism, social and educational or- 
ganizations toward world-wide accept- 
ance of the 28-day, 13-month calendar. 

Eastman said as far as he had 
studied the situation no objections 
have been registered against the re- 
form movement. He expressed the 
belief that it would take at least five 
years to put it into effect. 


The 13-month calendar was origi- 
nated by Moses Cotsworth. The 13 
months would account for 364 days 
in the year. The 365th day would 
follow after December 28 and would 


_tbe called year day. 


Leap year, February 29, would he 
inserted as June 20 every § fourth 
vear. Under the new calendar all na- 
tional holidays would be celebrated on 
Monday.

Continued opera- 
tion of such trains means a substantial deficit that must be met through abandon- 
ment of necessary improvement or maintenance work, curtailment of purchases of 
needed equipment or similar undesirable economies. 


In its economy program the Central of Georgia requests the co-operation of its 
friends and patrons.

Retention of the chief drainage en- 
gineer was ordered, the resolution 
says, because of the great amount of 
litigation now pending over efforts to 
refinance the Everglades work.

The news that Bruce Caldwell, 


of Yale, has signed agreements to 


play baseball with the Cleveland Indians and professional football under 
the management of C. C. Pyle after graduation will shock many members 


of the Yale Alumni association. 
cannot be bond salesmen. 


But then all our college football heroes 
Statistics produced recently indicate that it 


intercollegiate football continues to produce bOnd salesmen in the same 
proportion there soon will be more salesmen than there possibly could 
be bonds, without going into the unlisted securities. 

There was some vague notion a short time ago that the United States 
government might do something about the matter. It was suggested that 
a new issue on the idea of the Liberty bonds be floated with the slogan, 
“Buy a bond and save a footbail hero from becoming a professional ath- 


lete.” 
Of course, there is some chance 


that Yale men may be spared a crim- 
son blush through the professionaliza- 


tion of Bruce Caldwell. Very few of 
the college baseball players can step 
right out into the big leagues and 
take the wage of professionalism from 
are chosen at the end of the spring 
the start. Many are signed but few 
training. 

As for the contemplated. venture 
into professional football, the chances 
of young Mr. Caldwell seem slimmer 
still. It is known generally that. Mr. 
Pyle’s last venture, the Aching Dog 
Derby, was disastrous financially and 
that at the end of it, by some strange 
coincidence, he lost his main attrac- 
tion for his professional football busi- 
ness, Mr. Red Grange. 

Evidently, Mr. Pyle will attempt to 
build a Red Grange background for 
Caldwell. But it will not be as easy 
for him to accumulate a ballyhoo for 
Caldwell that will come anywhere 
close to equal that which was gathered 
for Red Grange. It seems that all 
the ice wagons in New Haven have 
been driven by professionals. 

Do not get the notion that I am 
sneering at young Mr. Caldwell’s 
resolution to capitalize what natural 
assets he has. He is taking some- 
thing of a chance in casting his lot 
with the professional baseball players 
because if his baseball playing is not 
up to the standards of the big leagues 
his connection with Yale and the half- 
forgotten sob stuff that was written 
when he was ruled as ineligible for the 
games with Harvard and Princeton 
will not keep him on the Cleveland 
baseball club’s pay roll. 

As for the other venture, the join- 
ing forces with Pyle, that is another 
matter. Professional football (the 
commercialized American intercollegi- 
ate game) exists only by reason of 
the ballyhoo given its players while 
they were members of college teams. 
Trust Mr. Pyle to revived the sob 
stories of Caldwell, of Yale, and make 
the most of them. He will find some 
vehicle to substitute for the ice wagon 
of Red Grange when Caldwell joins 
his forces, 

Baseball very frankly is a profes- 
sional game. Baseball] players are in 
it for the money they can get out of 
it, and all the money they can get out 
of it. Once in a while a magnate 
gets Pecksniffian and insists that he 
is promoting the sport for the up- 
building of sturdy Americanism or 
some such rot. But the general run 
of club owners and stockholders who 
are in it admit that it is an amuse- 
ment business. 

The type of professional football in 
which Mr. Pyle is engaged is not 
frank. You may gather this much 
from the name they have tried to 
fasten on it—‘post-graduate football.” 
In this they admit that they are at- 
tempting to filch some of the ballyhoo 
or, as some of the critics of the ama- 
tuer game call it, the overemphasis 
or intercollegiate football by the col- 
leges. That this camouflage was not 
particularly successful was shown by 
the numbers of professional footbalJ 
clubs that failed Jast season. But 
Mr. Pyle is back again. He is a glut- 
ton for punishment of the sort that 
does not hurt his own bank roll. 


A Professional Speaks. 


Mr. Gene Tunney, a_ professional 
athlete, who achieved the distinction 
of being invited to lecture at Yale, 
has some pronounced views on the 
subject of turning professional. 
Naturally, Mr. Tunney is an advocate 
of the professional athlete. He feels 
so strongly that he deplores the fact 
that Mr. Robert Tyre Jones, the 
greatest of the amateur golfers, never 
has turned professional. 


“Jones is the greatest golfer in the 
world.” Mr. Tunney argues. “He 
could not possibly be as great a law- 
yer as he isa golfer. He could not do 
as well financially in the law game as 
he could in golf. Why, then, should 
he not capitalize his natural assets for 
all that they are worth? I think that 
he is all wrong in bis attitude. 


“Tf I conld turn back and be offer- 
el as much money as I may have 
when I quit this game or am knocked 
out of it, with the stipulation that I 
should remain an amateur and refrain 
frum capitalizing what assets I have 
for the boxing game, I would refuse. 
1 fee] that it is one’s duty to capital- 
ize what he has so long as he does it 
honorably. It would sooner have been 
a champion pugilist than an ordinary 
member of some other profession, 
fearful of making all that I could of 
myself for myself because of. some 
silly notions as to the social superiori- 
tv of the amateur over the profes- 
sional. 


“It has been said that a successful 
pugilist is not doing anything useful. 
There may be something in that, but 
all the successes of the world are not 
achieved along the lines of usefulness. 
On the other hand, I cannot see where 
a great amateur golfer is doing any- 
thing more useful than a successful 
professional boxer. If all human lives 
depended upon their usefulness—as 
might be judged by certain standards 
—there would be a sudden and terrific 
mortality in the world. At least the 
professional in any line of sport is 
quite as useful as the amateur. 
Whether or not there is cause for 
pride in it, I am proud that I am a 
professional. At least, I am _ not 
ashamed of it.” 


The Reckless Mr. Ruth. 


At the current writing it leoks as 
though Babe Ruth would break his 
home run record for last year, which 
broke the Babe's own previous rec- 
ord. With the ratio of home runs to 
date for this season as compared to 
last season running anywhere near 
even, it would seem that the Babe's 
new record would be about ten better 
than the last. : 

I recall when the Babe used to 
brood after setting the first record, he 
expressed the wish that be had broken 
it by only a run or two. This was 
because the Babe had e a bit 
despondent over the reproaches that 
were heaped on him when he fell 
down by many home runs in the sea- 
son that followed. 

The Babe, always frank, said: 
“What a sap I was to rush things 
that way when I might have saved 
a few home runs for the season fol- 
lowing!” This would have been a 
difficult thing to do, for a home run 
is more or Jess a matter of opportuni- 
ty. Then, too, the Babe is of such 
a nature that he cannot take his home 
runs or let them alone. He swings,

ORDINARY CONSTIPATION. 


I don’t know just how’ much mon- 
ey is nt in the United States an- 
nually for physics. It rans into mil- 
lions anywaw And most of this mon- 
ey is more than wasted, for continued 
physic-taking makes for continued 
coustipation. If this money were in- 
vested in more fruits and vegetables. 
it would bring better results. 


_It is the consensus of most phy- 
Sicilians that if there is a good bowel 
movement once a day, it will clean 
out the tract so there is no danger 
of any absorption of toxic material. 
Many can go longer than this with 
no degree of toxemia. 


_ Aside from diseases. of the intes- 
tinal tract, there are many causes of 
constipation, chief among which are 
the following:. 


1. Insufficient quantity of solid 
food, or, too much of the highly con- 
centrated foods which are almost com- 
pletely absorbed, therefore, there is 
too little bulk to excite the normal 
peristalsis (the wormlike movement 
by which the alimentary canal pro- 
pels its contents). 


2. Too much food: Overeating. The 
accumulation of waste matter may be 
greater than the muscle power to pro- 
pel. besity. . 

3. Insufficient fluids, especially wa- 
er. 


4. Irregularity in diet, and imper- 
fect mastication. 

5. Enfeebled intestinal muscles due 
to lack of exercise. This results in 
sluggish circulation and a_ tendency 
~ diminish general functional activ- 
ity. 
_6. The failure to take a regular 
time for evacuation of the bowels, 

7. Drugs, including physics, 
8. Worry over your condition. 
Treatment: 

1. Stop worrying about your con- 
stipation (after you take measures 
to correct it). Tranquility and lack 
of thinking too much about any of 
your functions permit them to work 
better. 


2. Don’t over or under-eat, and 
have a balanced diet, containing con- 
siderable roughage. Drink sufficient 
water. Eat thé whole grain cereals 
and breads and more laxative foods, 
including many vegetables and fruits. 
One and a half to two pounds of 
vegetables and fruits a day should 
be taken, not only to prevent con- 
stipation, but for general health. 

3. Regular time for evacuation. 
Food is the best stimulus to the move 
ment of the intestinal tract; there-

er a meal. ros 

4. Exercise, especially brisk walk- 
ing, and the abdominal exercises. (If 
you haven’t the article Atonic Abdom- 
inal Wall, better send for it.

5. No drugs, unless under the diree- 
tion of your physician. As long as 
ba continue to take physics, you will 

ve to depend upon them. tt is far 
better to correct your constipation by 
correcting your habits that catse the 
constipation, than it is to use phy- 
sics. When you stop their use, re- 
member it will be three to five days 
before your bowels will move normal- 
ly. But don’t give in. Take small 
enemas if necessary. 

Some digestive tracts apparently di- 
gest ordinary roughage. For these, 


psyllium seeds or the vegetable “gela- 


tine,” agar-agar, are recommended. 


I have known of stubborn cases of 
constipation to be cured by the fol- 
lowing regime: 

Before breakfast, one or two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of agar or bran in 
two glasses of water. Of soften with 
hot water and take as a cereal, or 
add to a cereal or soup. If you use 
it this way, take the water anyway. 


During the day, a tablespoonful of 
mineral oil, which can be made up 
into mayonnaise or French dressing 
(usual recipes), if preferred. 


-At night, a teaspoonful or more 
of. psyllium seeds in a glass of hot 
water (do not strain). They contain 
a mucilaginous quality which is very 
soothing. Flaxseed can be used, but 
it is not so effective with most.

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High Lights inthe Cotton Market

Only a very opinionated man 
could have had any definite conviction 
in regard to last week’s cotton mar- 
ket. It went up and it went down, 
and if it had been a three dimensional 
affair it would probably have gone 
crosswise also. 

The weather was supposed to be 
the controlling influence, but it seem- 
ed to operate inversely at times, for 
in one case there was a sharp advance 
on good weather and in another there 
was a substantial decline on what 
looked like very bad weather to Wall 
street. 

Meantime the pest of the boll wee- 
vil has become more pestiferous than 
ever as Mr. Jardine’s instructions that 
he should be officially ignored «have 


led the unofficial crop killers to glori- | 


fy him as an agency of destruction. 
The result of all this has been a no- 
ticeable increase in the “know noth- 
ing” party. 

Private Reports. 

Quite a number of private condition 
and acreage reports have been issued. 
They vary widely and it is unlikely 
that their compilers would be willing 
to back them by purchases or sales, 
but they have helped to crystallize 
public opinion argund a productive ex- 
pectancy of say 13,500,000 bales and 
an acreage increase of about 5 per 
cent. If subsequent reports pointing 
to a smaller increase in acreage come 
to be generally accepted the effect 
would probably be bullish, although 
they may be offset by the widespread 
curtailment to which manufacturers 
are resorting in an effort to put the 
cotton goods market on a profitable 
basis, 

The facts are a little difficult to ob- 
tain, but it is understood that a great 
many mills were closed down last 
week and that a still larger number 
will shut down for a week in August 
and another week in September. By 
this policy it is hoped that the unsold 
supply of cotton goods can be brought 
within manageable proportions, and 
while the resulting decrease in con- 
sumption cannot exceed 300.000 bales 
the moral effect will be to restrain 
speculation and prevent the wild up- 
rushes that might otherwise occur if 
trade became really alarmed by the 
crop outlook. 

European Conditions. 

Similar conditions seem to prevail 
in Europe. A dispatch from Man- 
chester says that “in the cotton goods 
trade the situation shows little im- 
provement in general. In fact, opin- 
ion is that current trading is about 
the lowest of any time in seven years. 
The trade refuses to accept present

prices as safe for immediate operation. 

“Due to market conditions cloth 
business has been restricted from a 
volume standpaint with orders scrap- 
py and of the odd-lot variety. Buy- 
ers are outspoken concerning the price 
basis and they look for lower rates.” 

The complexity of this very complex 
situation has been increased by last 
week’s advance in the’money market. 
On Monday 10 per cent was paid for 
call loans and although the rate had 
declined to 5 per cent by Tuesday 
evening it is reasonably ‘plain that 
credit will be scarcer and more diffi- 
cult to obtain 


For this reason some expect that 
the maturing cotton crop will be press- 
ed for sale as soon as it is picked 
and that the “weight of the bales” will 
be more definitely felt than was the 
case last year or in 1926. 


Optimist’s Market. 


The result of all these conflicting 
influences is doubt and uncertainty. 
It has become an opportunist‘s market 
and those who get in are glad to get 
out with a small profit. Very few 
manufacturers are either able or will- 
ing to sell ahead and there is less 
“hedging” than for years. It seems 
probable that we shall begin the next 
season on August 1 with a smaller 
supply of open contracts than is usal- 
ly available and that the next crop 
with some nearer to being handled 
on a “hand-to-mouth basis” than any 
that has been produced since the 
world war ended. 

f this prognosis be correct we shal! 
see wide and erratic fluctuations and 
it may be that even conservative mer- 
chants will be driven to taking the 
speculative risks that can usually be 
avoided by hedging. But there are 
times when intelligent ‘speculation is 
to be preferred to unintelligent hedg- 
ing, and in so far as the New York 
market is concerned, all hedging will 
be unintelligent until the question of 
southern delivery is settled. In the 
face of such a situation it is, of course. 
very difficult to equate the value of 
cotton, but some light upon the prob- 
lem is afforded by the present market. 
which would seem to indicate that 22 
cents represents the value of a crop 
that will approximate 13,500,000 bales 
and that any change in the prospec- 
tive yield will be reflected by a corre- 
sponding change in the price, 


Dry Goods. 


New York, July 9.—Cotton goods mar- 
kets were unsettled today by a sharp drop 
in cotton and trading was resumed siowly. 
Mills resumed operation after a week's idle- 
ness, except in the case of New Bedford 
Fine Cloth Mills, where a strike is still 
on, Raw silk declined 10 yen at Yokohama 
and was quiet here. New lines of silk fab- 
rics are being opened for fall and spring. 
Moderate buying was reported in the wool- 
en goods markets. Coatings and men’s wear 
lines were in demand. Burlap market con- 
tinued firm on the high levels attained in 
the past week.

Business Light. 


The weight of business passing is 
not sufficient to enable producers to 
present a firmer front to buyers, and 
it will need a decided improvement 
in the turnover before manufacturers 
are able to increase production and 
ut the same time obtain prices which 
are more remunerative. 


There are at the present time 16,000 
workpeople locked out in Nelson and 
and a prolonged strug- 
gle seems likely. On Friday last the 
Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
association unanimously decided to 
give financial support to all the firms 
in Nelson and Barrowford whose mills 
are closed down, and it has been de- 
cided to make a levy of 3d per loom 
per week from each member in the as- 
sociation. This sum will realize about 
5,500 pounds sterling. and will be 
paid over to the manufacturing firms 
whose workpeople are affected by the 
lockout. 


There has been a fairly persistent 
cloth demand for numerous outlets, 
and buyers and sellers have been very 
busy attempting to arrange contracts. 
In the majority of instances, however, 
the differences between prices and 
offers have been too wide to be 
bridged. 

Orders Are Few. 


Manufacturers generally have been 
discouraged by the smaller number of 
orders booked. Light cloths, such as 
mulls, dhtooties and paconets have 
been wanted for India and after fairly 
encouraging buying the demand dur- 
ing the past few days has been small- 
er. 
More attention, however, has been 
given to grey shirtings and bids have 
been met with for large lines for Cal- 
cutta, but only occasional transactions 
have taken place. The dealers in 
Bombay and Karachi have made of- 
fers for white shirtings. Advices with 
regard to the progress of the monsoon 
remain favorable. A fair inquiry 
has been met with in fancy fabrics for 
China. There has been rather less 
business passing for Singapore, but 
some useful transactions have been 
arranged, for the Straits Settlements 
chiefly in white shirtings. Only odd 
lots have been sold for Egypt and 
the Near East. Demand for the con- 
tinent has been on the quiet side. 


Spinners of American yarns have 
been striving bard to improve prices 
but buyers have not been stimulated 
to place orders on a freer scale. A 
fair miscellaneous business has been 
done. The current output, however, 
which is estimated to be about 70 per 
cent of normal capacity is not being 
sold. There has been a fair demand 
in shipping numbers. No improve- 
ment can be recorded in the turn- 
over in Egyptian yarns and spinners’

Washington, July 9.—(4)—The 
acreage of cotton in cultivation July 
1 was estimated today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture at 46,695.00 
acres, which is 11.4 yer cent more 
than in. cultivation a year ago. 

Owing to late planting, the depart- 
ment announced the need for repeated 
replanting in many sections and owing 
to the impossibility of working the 
crop out at the proper time, the re- 
ported stand of cotton is 6 per cent 
below the stand reported by corre- 
spondents on July 1 last year. 

The estimates of acreage, like 
those of previous years does not refer 
to the total acreage planted but only 
9 " 943 to that portion remaining in actual 
cultivation July 1. Allowance has been 


made in the 1928 estimate, the depart- 
ment explained, for about 150,000 
/ acres of cotton flooded out in Arkansas 
during the last week of June and for 
a small acreage similarly flooded in 
Missouri. 

Last year’s area in cultivation on 
July 1 was 41,905,000 acres and the 
quantity of eotton ginned from the 
harvested area was 12,905,473, equira- 
lent 500-pound bales.

Howard Elliott, son ef a well-known 
writer of history, president of the 
board of supervisors of Harvard uni- 
versity, was one of America’s most 
successfull railroad executives and fi- 
nanciers. But he was shead of his 


now open in America is in the farm- 
ing industry.

In most countries since the war 
stabilization of money and debt repu- 
diation mean the same thing.

The government showed an increase in 
acreage in cultivation of nearly 11.4 per 
cent, or nearly double what was generally 
expected. It makes the acreage 46,605,000. 
the second largest on record, being exceeded 
only by the record acreage of 48,730,000 
planted in 1926. It claims that its figures 
represent the net acreage in cultivation on 
July 1, and not the area actually planted. 
It modifies its figures by a supplementary 
statement in which it explains that farmers 
report the stands this year as 6 per cent 
less than last year. As the stands last year 
were 8) per cent of normal, according to 
an explanation given by a New York ~ bu- 
reau, its figures today indicate the stands 
are only 79 per cent of normal. The poor 
stunds, therefore, indicate on the face of 
the returns that the actual increase in 
acreage is only about 5.4 per cent. 

The farmer, however, appears to have 
disregarded the advice of his friends and 
made an attempt to plant for another big 
crop. It remains to be seen whether the 
weather and weevil will permit of a big 
crop being produced.

Market Opens Higher and 
Bucks Higher Call Money— 
Many Issues Close Over Sat- 
urday Despite Some Unfavor- 
avle News. 


New York, July 9.—Before the 
opening of the stock” market this 
morning Washington reported that 
subscriptions aggregating $750,000,- 
000 had been received for the offer- 
ing of $250,000,000 12-year govern- 
ment 33-S per cent bonds for cash 
at par, partly to raise money for re- 
funding the third Liberty 4 1-4s ma- 
turing September 15. The banks 
throughout the country are the largest 
buyers whenever the government 
makes an offering of bonds. This 
heavy oversubscription of long-term 
bonds yielding only 33-8 per cent en- 
couraged speculative Wall street in its 
belief that there would be an early re- 
turn to easier money with the trend 
of the money market for the longer 
look ahead downward. 

Encouraged by this news from 
Washington and also the recovery of 
60 per cent of the loss suffered in the 
average price of DBO representative 
stocks in the recent decline on high 
money, the stock market opened 
higher and active gaining ground un- 
til noon with advances of from one 
to five points or more scored in Gen- 
eral Motors, Steel common, Radio, 
Wright and other recent leaders and 
with many stocks active before the 
recent decline again coming back to 
life with old and new pools active on 
the constructive side. The stock 
market slowed down around noon, 


000,000 loans followed by profit-tak- 
ince when the rate on call money 
which renewed at 5 1-2 per cent ad- 
vanced to 6. 

Intense Heat. 


Intense heat was also a factor 
in slowing down the stock market in 
the noon hour. At that time the 
streets in the financial district were 
like an oven going full tilt.

This 
however, did not keep careful traders 
from refusing to take a position on 
the long side of the market on the 
belief that if the market continned 
at the pace of the past few days 
there would be a further advance in 
the rediscount rate of the federal re- 
serve banks. More talk was heard 
here today of the chances of another 
ailvance in the rediscount rate of the 
Chicago reserve bank in the near fu- 
ture if the stock market continued 
to absorh reserve credit. 

Speculative Wall street is not minc- 
ing any words in its criticism of the 
recent action of the federal reserve in 
ifs continued sale of government secu- 
tities to check advancing’ brokers’ 
loans and mounting borrowings of 
member banks from the federal re- 
serve banks. In this criticism specula- 
tive Wall street is blaming the federal 
reserve for going out of the way in 
interferring with clamors that such 
action was not intended by congress 
in passing the law creating the fed- 
eral reserve. 

This viewpoint of speculative Wall 
street, however, is not held in con- 
servative banking circles where it is
